The first price given is the ‘over the counter’ price while 
the second includes packaging and postage at ordinary 
rates within Australia, Overseas clients should add !0 per 
cent of the second price to meet the cost of overseas 
surface postage. Airmail rates are available on request. 


4. Where no price is shown the publication is free.

5. Clients who wish to receive free or priced publica- 
tions on a regular basis may use the ABS computerised 
Publications Mailing List (PML) Service. Further details 
and order forms are available from any ABS office. 


6. Clients (or subscribers) who already use the PML 
Service and who wish to amend their requirements 
should quote their account number when contacting 
ABS. The account number is shown at the top left hand 
corner of the address label used to despatch publications 
to clients. 


7. Renewal notices are sent to all subscribers annually 
in respect of the subscription year commencing on | 
January, Payment for priced publications is required in 
advance and should accompany renewal notices returned 
to ABS.

August, warned that in interpreting the statistics users should note that from 1 June 1985 
the NSW Building Society became the Advance Bank and from that month its figures have been 
included with those for savings banks.

(5625.0), released on August 14, contained the following data:

In this publication there have been some revisions to previously published estimates of 
actual and expected new fixed capital expenditure. There have also been additional 
revisions to the average 1979-80 price series.

facilities. ABS regards such lendings as being for commercial purposes and excludes them 
from personal finances statistics. Action is being taken by the banks to overcome the 
problem and it is hoped that the statistics can be compiled on an appropriate basis in the 
near future. Until then it will not be possible to provide an estimate of the size of this 
reporting problem. This publication is the second of a new series of four designed to 
measure lending activity in the areas of housing, personal, commercial and lease finance 
and it continues the implementation of recommendations resulting from a joint 


investigation by the ABS, Treasury and Reserve Bank aimed at the rationalisation of 
financial statistics. 


Price Index of Materials Used in Manufacturing Industry, Australia, May 1985 (6411.0) 
released on 13 August 1985, warned that there had been significant revisions made to

Production Bulletin No. 2 : Clothing and Footwear, Australia, May 1985 (8358.0), released 
on 28 August, commented that the commodity classification used to compile statistics for 
clothing had been redesigned and that the revisions were effective from July 1984. 


The objective of the classification redesign was to develop a production classification 
which would more closely reflect current production characteristics and to facilitate use 
of production data in conjunction with import and export statistics. 


For the majority of items it has been possible to reformat details for periods before July 
1984 and present them in terms of the redesigned classification. Factors affecting the 
comparability of the reformatted series have been identified in footnotes to the 
statistical tables.
